ROGERS SAYS THE GANG MEMBER

Speaker Kelly Says He Told Rogers That

$3000 to $5000--“to the City.” 


Circuit Attorney Folk has taken up the effort of the House of Delegates 
gang to extort $3000 from Albert J. Rogers, who asked a franchise grant- 
ing certain wharf privileges. 


Mr. Folk this morning said to the Post-Dispatch 
that it was a fact that this effort to extort money had been 


made. 

“I will present this case to the next grandjury, which convenes April 7,” 
said Mr. Folk. “It will probably be the first taken up by the next grandjury. 
It would have been fully dealt with by the present grandjury but for the 
fact that this body goes out of existence in one week and cannot spare the 
time from other duties which must be performed by it. 

“Another reason why this case cannot be pushed through at present is 
that I do not feel physically able for the task. I cannot take the brief rest 
which my physician ordered, but in deference to his judgment I will not 
overload myself with work at this time, just when the Kratz case is com- 
ing on.”

Having read so frequently in the columns 
of ‘your pore of accidents to persons as a 
result of collisions with the street cars of 
St. Louis, a number of which have pfoven 
fatal, I desire to Offer the following susg- 
gestion, which, if put into effect, will to 
some extent prevent the almost daily oc- 
currence of such casualties. 

In my opinion, if the cars were stopped 
on the near corner of a street crossing, in- 
stead of on the far corner as is the custom 
at present, it would certainly prevent col- 
Hsions with persons and vehicles, as the 
distance across a street is often too short 
to enable the brake to be used effectually. 
Further, by stopping at I have suggested, 
it would also lessen the da of persons 
alighting from cars, being run down by 
cars on the opposite track.
